De- 
grees of  Northern  Lati- 
tude 5  and  beareth  from  off  the 
Ifland  of  HifpamoU  Eaftward,  a-* 
bout  35.  Leagues.

Irs  Form      It  is  fomething  inclined  to  an 

tern.  ^^  ^^^^  Forme,  being  from  Eaft  to 
Weft  170  Miles  in  length  5  and 
from  North  to  South  in  the  raidft 
where  it  is  broadeft  about  70,  it 
waxing  narrower  and  narrower 
at  both  extream  ends. 

From  Eaft  to  Weft  along  the 
the  midft  of  the  ifle  runns  a  con- 
tinued Ridge  of  lofty  Mountains 
which  are  full  of  frefh  springs^ 
whence  flow  the  many  Rivers  that 

fa 


fo  plentifully  waters  the  Ijland^  to 
the  great  refrelhment  and  accom- 
modation of  the  Inhabitants. 

The  soyle^  Fertility ^  Sec, 

It  is  in  moft  parts  (efpecially  the  ^"  Soyi, 
north)  of  a  rich  and  fat  Soyle^  be-  t^^ijy^^**" 
ing  of  a  hlackijh  Earthy  in  many 
places  mixt  with  d.cUy^  and  in 
Ibme,  as  the  fouth  Weft  Farts-y 
it  is  of  a  more  red  and  loofe  Earthy 
but  every  where  incomparable 
apt  to  produce,  and  liberally  to 
anfwer  the  Cultivators  coft  and 
paines  for  what  is  planted  •  being 
alwayes  Springing^  and  its  Trees 
and  Plants  never  difrobed  of  their 
[ummer  Livery^  «very  month  be- 
mg  to  them  as  our  May^  or  ApriL 

Here  are  many  Savanas  which  savan^r^. 
arc  intermixed  with  the  Hills  ^^'s'lff 
and    WoQds^  (efpecially  in  the   udim 
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3Iamaica. 

North  and  South  parts,  where  are 
great  ftoreof  wild  Can  el)  which 
by  report  were  fometimes  Feilds 
of  Indian  Maiz^  or  Wheat ^  which 
when  the  Spaniards  became 
Mailers  of  the  l(le^  they  ,conver- 
ted  to  Pafture  for  tlie  feeding  of 
their  Cattelt,  bringing  hither 
from  Spain^  Hcrfes^  Corves^  ^(^gS^'> 
and  A[enegros  for  a  Breed,  after 
they  had  deftroyed  all. the  iV^- 
tives^  or  Indians.,  which  according 
to  calculation,  did  amount  to  a- 
bout  60000.  which  CAttel  did 
exceedingly  encreafe,  witnefs  the 
great  heards  of  Horfes^  and  other 
Cattel^  that  are  now  wild  in  the 
Woods '^  befides  the  great  quan- 
tities of  Cervs  that  nave  been 
Killed  by  the  Englijh^  fince  tliey 
became  Makers  thereof:  And 
thefe  Savanas  are  the  mofl  bar- 
ren} as  being  fo  long  made  ufe 

of 


of  without  Tillage  •,  yet  doth  they 
produce  fuch  great  Plenty  ofCrafs^ 
that  the  Englijh  are  conftrained 
oft-times  to  burn  it  up.

The  Air  is  here  more  tempe-  The  M? 
rate  then  in  any  of  the  Cnribbee  ^^  ^^"^" 
Ijles^  asleated  more  Noitlieily, 
and  of  as  mild  a  temperature  (as 
to  Heate)  as  any  place  between 
the  Tropicks^  being  always  cooled 
with  frefli  Breezes,   that  conftant-    ^ 
ly  bow  eafterly,   and   refreflied 
with  frequent   Shoivers  of  Hai^?^ 
and  fuch  Dews  that   fall  in  the 
night  (much  quickning  the  growth 
of  what  is  Planted)  that  it  may 
truly    be    called    temperdte    and 
healthful-,    and   by  reafon  of  its 
continuall  Verdm-e  (as  I  have  be- 
fore noted)   exceeding  Delight- 
ful, B3  And

And  it  is  obferved  that  the  weft 
and  eaft  Farts  of  the  l(le  are  moft 
/ubjedto  Ritine ;kVLAwindes t,  and 
the  Woods  being  alfo  thick,  and 
clofe,  rendreth  the  Aire  lefs  agree- 
able, then  the  North  and  South 
Parts,  which  are  more  plain  and 
open,  and  lefs  fubjed  to  Raine 
and  Winds.  The  Mount aines 
which  run  along  the  midle  of  the 
Ifle  from  one  extreame  point  to 
the  other,  are  much  Cooler  then 
the  other  parts,  infomuch  that  oft 
times  in  the  mornings  there  is  fmall 
white  Frofis. 
Huii-  This  Ijland  is  in  no  parts 
5n"Vh?s°^  troubled  with  i\\o(t  ft  or  ms  otWind 
Ifle.  called  Huricanes^which  all  the  Ca- 
rihbee  Ifles  are  much  peftered  with, 
having  fomtimes  by  the  violence 
of  thofe  C/z/j-,  tlieir  Ships  forced 
out  of  their  Roads -,  and  onshore. 
jtheii  Houfes  blown  down,  and  pro- 
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liftons^   &c.   rooted  out   of  the 
Earth. 

The  Weather^ 

The  Weather  of  this  Ifle  is  lefs 
certain  then  in  the  reft  of  the  Ca- 
ribhee  I  (lands  ^  the  moft  obferva- 
ble  wetc  feafons  are  in  November     T'^^ 
or  May  5    there  being  no  feem-  known 
able  Winter  but  by  a  little  more  only  by 
Rain^  and  Thunder ^  in  the  winter  xhuDdc!- 
months. 

The  winds  here  conftantly  blow 
all  the  day  from  nine  in  the  mor- 
ning eafterly,  and  become  more 
freflier  as  the  Sun  mounteth 
higher,  by  reafon  of  which,  at 
midd-day  Travel  or  Labour  is  fuf- 
ferable.  But  from  eight  at  Night 
to  about  eight  in  the  Mornings  it 
frequently  blows  Wefterly-,  and 
with  thefe  Winds^  or  Breezes,  the 
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Feffells  get  out  of  the  Hdrbours^ 

and  ply  to  wind-ward. 

Daycs,  &      There   is  fcarce  any  fencible 

aimofte.  ^^^ngthning  or   fhortning  of  the 

qual.     Days  or  Nights^   but  are  almoft 

alwayes  of  an  equal  length. 

The  Sea  ehh  and  Jlowes  fel- 
dome  above  a  foot. 

Hurricanes  are  here  never 
known,  •  as  before  I  have  noted  5 
nor  hath  any  FefJ'el  been  loft,  or 
caft  away  on  the  CoaJI^  fince  the 
Enghjh  were  Mafiers  of  it. 

The  Commodities^  which  this 
Ifland  Produceth. 

This  Ijle  hath,  and  produceth 
.many  excellent  Commodities  and 
that  in  exceeding  great  Plenty, 
as  Sugars  fo  good,  that  they  out- 
fell  thofe  of  the  Barbadoes  y.  s.  fer 
Cent,  there  being  at  prefent  about 

70.  Sugar 


Sugdr  Works^  which  may  produce  ^ugan. 
yearly  1 710    thoufand  weight  of    ^ 
Sugar^  thofe  ftill  encieafing,  and 
divers  others  a  going  up. 

Cocdo^  the  principal,  and  nioft  coc^o. 
beneficial  Commodity  of  the  Jfle-y 
which  Ifhall  anon  take  occafion 
to  fpeak  of  more  at  large-  and 
that  by  reafon  of  the  aptnefs  of 
the  ground  to  produce  and  beare 
it  above  other  places :  here  being 
at  prefent  above  6'o.  Cocao  Walks-^ . 
befides  abundance  of  young  Walks 
which  are  a  growing  up,  and  ftill 
more  a  planting ,  (o  that  in  time 
it  will  become  the  only  noted 
place  for  that  Commodity  in  the 
world,  which  is  fo  much  made  ufe 
of  by  us,  and  other  Nations^  but 
infar  greater  meafure  by  the  Spa- 
niards who  alone  are  enough  to 
take  of  the  produd  of  the  l(le  •,  fo 
that  there  is  no  fear  that  it  will 
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become  a  drugg,  and  lye  upon  the 
hands  of  the  Planter. 

ladico  Indico  this  l^e  produceth  very 
good,  there  being  at  prefent  more 
then  60.  Indico  Works^  which 
may  produce  about  50000.  weight 
oi  Indico  per ^  Annum^  and  do  like- 
wife  much  encreafe. 

Cotton.  Cotton  here  hath  an  efpecial 
finenefs,  and  is  by  all  preferred 
before  that  of  the  Carrwhee  ijles. 

Tobacco:  Tobacco  is  here  indifferent 
good,  being  cftemed  better  then 
that  of  the  Barhadoes^  but  it  is  not 
much  planted,  only  a  fufficiency 
to  ferve  themfelves  •  the  other 
Commodities  being  more  beni- 
ficial. 

Hydcs  Hjdes,  of  which  great  quanti- 
tyes  have  been  Yearly  made,  and 
are  found  to  be  very  large  and 
good. 

Tortoifc       Great  ftore  of  Tortoifes  are  ta- 
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ken  on  this  Cod(t^  whofe  meat 
(being  excellent)  they  eat,  and 
their  Shells  fo  much  efteemed 
here  in  England  for  fevcral  curi- 
ous PTor^^jfinds  good  vent. 

Here  are  great  variety  of  Woods  curious 
for  Dy(?r/,  as  Fufticky  Red-Wood,  a  woods. 
kind  of  Logg'Wood^  &c.  alfo 
C^dar^  Mothogeney ,  Brajilletto  , 
Lignum- Fit £^  Bhonj^  GranddiU 
la^  and  many  other  excellent  fvveet 
fmellins:,  and  curious  Woods  fitt 
for  choife  Works^  whofe  names 
areas  yet  not  known  ^  nor  indeed 
their  excellencies ;  but  are  ex- 
ported in  great  quantities. 

Coffer -y  they  are  affured  is  in  this  Copper. 
T(le^  for  they  have  feen  the  ore^ 
wrought  out  of  a  Mine  here  ^  and 
by  the  Spaniards  re  port 5  the  Beds 
that  hung  in  the  great  Church  of 
St.  Ugo^  were  call  of  the  Cop- 
per of  this  IjlAnd. 

Silver 


Silver;  Silver  may  probably  be  here, 
as  well  as  in  Cuh^  and  in  the 
Maine  -,  and  the  Englifh  have  been 
fhewed  where  the  Spanidrds  had 
found  ^  Silver  Mine^  behind  the 
Mountains  weft  of  Cdgwuj.  ^ 

-Amber-      Amber greece  (according  to  the 
^  greece.  SfAniards  report)  hath  been  often 
found  on  this  Coaft. 
Salt.       sdty  this  ijland  might  make  great 
;      quantities,  there  being   already 
3.  good  and  very  large  Salt-ponds, 
containing     neare  4000.  Acres 
of    ground  5     but    as  yet    they 
make  no  more  then  for  their  own 
ufe ;  although  there  was  made  in 
one  Teare  about  loooo  Bujljells  5 
and  the  manager   thereof.  Cap, 
^0.  Noye^  did  affirm  that  he  could 
have  made  as  many  Tunns  if  they 
had  had  Vent. 
Saltpc*        Saltpeter  hath  been  found  in

Ginger 


Ginger  grows  better  in  this  ifle^  Ginger, 
then  in   many    of  the   Canihbe 
jflands  *   of  which  here  is  fufBci- 
ency  "^[mi^d. 

Codd-pepper  which  is  fo  common-  Cod-Pc^ 
ly  ufed  in  all  the  Weft  Indies,    P^^- 
grows  plentifully  here.  ^ 

Piemente^  or  Jamaica  Pepper^  Piemen- 
a  fpice  of  the  form  of  Eaft-IndU     ^^• 
Pepper :,   very  Aromatical,    and 
of  a  curious  Gotffto^  having  the 
mixt  tafte  of  divers  Spices^  grows 
here  in  great  plenty,  wild  in  the 
Mountains.     But  the   Spanwds     • 
did  fett  a  high  efteeme  thereon, 
and  exported  it  as  a  very  choife 
Commodity^  as  indeed  it  is  5  and 
now  it   is  begun  to  be  planted  by 
the  Bnglifhy  and  will  become  a 
good  Commodity. 

Drugs  are  here  in  great  abun-  orug&s. 
dance,   as  Guacum^  china-RootSy 
Safafkarilla^  Cajhia  Fifiula,  Ta- 

merindess, 
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merinds-i  Vinillos^  Achiots  or  A- 
nettOj  which  is  like  to  prove  a  good 
Cumms.  Commodity.  Here  are  alfo  divers 
Gums^  and  i?(?(?/j,  wherewith  ex- 
perienced Tlanters  do  cure  ma- 
ny Hurts ^  Ulcers^  and  Diflem- 
pers  of  the  Body.  And  by  the 
report  of  an  intelligent  Do0or  ^ 
which  made  it  his  bufinefs  to 
fearch  after  fuch  things,  here  are 
likewifc  ContrajernA^  Cjferas^ 
Aloes  ^  AjJ'ole  Pie^  Adjuntum^ 
Nigrum^  Cucumis^  Agrefiis^  Su- 
machy  Acacia^  Mifelto^  with  ma- 
ny other  Druggs^  Balfoms  and 
Gums  y  whofe  names  are  not 
known,  or  remembred :  but  the 
Planters  begin  to  be  more  expert 
in  thefe  Drugs^  and  endeavour  to 
encreafe  them,  and  fupply  Bng- 
land  therewith. 
Cocha-  Cochaneil  is  produced  by  a 
acU.    pUfit  that  grows  in  this  Jjle^  but 
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as  yet  the  Englifh  want  experi- 
ence to  husband  it-,  eafterly  Winds^ 
and  many  other  tilings  being  Ene- 
mies to  its  growth ,  befides  the 
difficulty    of  makeing  it. 

Thefe  with  fome  others  are  the 
;Commodities  that  this  ijland  pro- 
iduceth  ^  which  if  well  improved, 
would  foon  become  the  beft^  and 
Richeft  Plantation  that  ever  the 
Englifh  were,  (or  are  like  to  be)

cleared  a  convenient  place,  and

Tear^  you  may  be  full  of  Potatoes 
and  Corn^  and  within  2.  Months 
of  the  new  T^ay^  with  Plant ins^ 
and  afmall  ^ftdbk  of  Hoggs'^   and 
J^i?Tr/^j .  fo  that  you  will  be' at  no 
more  charge  kx  Provifwns  for  your 
Servants,    Ahd  then  to  keep  this 
clean,   and  to  plant   the  Cocao- 
Walk^  and  for  five  more  Negro 

Men^ 
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Mcn^  and  y.  Negro-Wamen  to 
bu)r  about  the  firft  of  March  fol- 
lowIng,at  20/.  ^fr  Negros  comes  to 
200  /. 

'  And  in  that  Month  you  will  have 
Planted  Cocao  Trees    out  of  the 
Nuts^    or  5ef^5   betwixt  all  the 
Kom  of  the   FUntin-Trees^  that 
are  ^.  Foot  high  5  fo  that  by  the 
firft  of  3^/^;?^5  the  whole  21  y^rr^f 
that '  were  planted  the  laft  Tear-y 
will  be  full  of  Cocao-Trees^  and  by 
that  time  you  will  have  (befides 
mucKpther  woik  done)  21,  Acres 
oi  Cocao-Trees   in  the  ground  5

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doth  amount  unto  840  Lfer  Ann. 
Although  this  laft  year,  by  rearon 
thtir  Cr(fff^  were  Wafted,  it  is  at 
prefent  far  dearer,  the  Htfndrcd 
freight  at  London  being  now  woiih 
1 8.  pound  Sterlings 

The  charges  of  gathering  and 
houfeing  the  Cocdo.  is  inconfide-^ 
rable,  only  Clothrox  Baggi  to  piit 
it  in,  which  with  fome  other  in- 
cident charges,  may  be  reckoned 
at  the  moft  (as  all  things  elfe  hare 
been)  to  Amount  to  42. 1. 1  y .  s. 
more,  which  makes  up  juft  5  00. 1. 

Note,  that  all  this  that  is  Plan- 
fed,  is  done  hi  1$.  months^  and  the 
Cocao  bears  not  compleatly  until 
the  fixth  year  from  the  nrft  be- 
grning,  or  comming  •,  fo  that  you 
will  have  four  years  and  nine 
Inonths  ?t  liberty  with  your  Ser-

Variety  of  thofe  appropriated  to 
the  Indies^   that  it  would  be  too 
tedious  to  Repeat   the  names  of 
them,  if  they  were  known  or  Re- 
membred.

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Tortoifc.  The  principal  foit  is  the  Torfoife, 
which  they  take  plentifully  on 
the  Cdofi'j  and  about  20  or  30. 
Leagues  to  the  Leervard  of  pore 
Negril^y  the  Ifles  of Camavos,  in 
the  months  of  May  ^  J'^^^j  and  ^u- 
Ijy  do  refort  great  (lore  of  *S'^//>j 
from  the  Carrihbee  Ifles  to  visual 
and  Z(?ii^  with  this  -Fz/J,  it  being 
reputed  to  be  the  wholfomeft  and 
bcft  provifion  m  all  the  Indtes.

Inmanyofthei?/i;^rj,andZ4;!f^- 
Tonds^  are  Jlligatorsy  which  are  ^^^5^*' 
very    voracious    Creatures,   yet 
feldome  do  they  prey  upon  a  Man, 
as  being  very  eafy  to  be  avoided , 

for 
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for  he  can  only  move  forwardsjaad 
that  he  doth  with  great  Swiftnefs 
and  Strength,  and  is  as  flow  in  tur- 
ning. Some  are  lo,  ij,  or  20 
foot  long,  their  backs  are  fcaly 
and  impenetrable,  fo  that  they 
are  hardly  to  be  killed,  except  in 
the  Belly  or  Eye.  They  have 
four  Feet  or  Finns  with  which  they 
go  or  fwini.  They  are  obferved 
to  maj^e  no  kind  of  Noife :  and  the 
ufual  courfe  for  the  getting  their 
Prey,  is  to  lie  on  the  bsi^nks of  R't- 
^^r/,and  as  any  Beafi  oxForvle  com- 
eth  to  drink^  they  fuddenly  feizc 
on  them  5  and  the  rather,  for  that 
they  do  fo  much  refemble  a  long 
peece  of  dry  wood,  or  fomc  dead 
tiling.  And  as  i\\^it  Alienators  ^xt 
thus  obnodious  on  the  one  hand, 
fo  are  they  found  to  be  ufeful  oa

They  have  in  them  Musi-codds^ 
which  are  ftrongcr  fcented  then 
chofe  of  the  Eafi-InditSj  and  by 
this  their  ftrong  fmell,  they  arc 
difcovered,  and  avoyded^  which 
*cls  fuppofed  the  Cattle  by  in- 
ftincft  of  Natarejare  alfo  fcncible  of, 
and  do  by  that  means  often  (han 
them .  They  lay  E^gs  in  die  Sand 
by  the  water- fide,  which  are  no 
bigger  than  a  Turkeys^  which  they 
roveijand  by  the  heat  of  the  sun^ 
the  young  ones  are  hatched,  who 
naturally  creep  into  the  water.

This  ijland  abounds  with  good 
BayeSy  Roads^  and  Harbours :  the 
Principal  amongft  which  are 
Port-  Port- Roy  al^ioxmzxly  called  Cag^ 
^o>*^*  i^ay^  fituate  on  the  extream  end 
of  that  long  point  of  X/tW  which 
makes  the  Harbour,  which  is  exr 
ceeding  commodious  for  Shippings 
and  fecured  by  one  of  the  ftrongeft 
and  moft  confiderable  Cajtles  thac 
his  Majefiy  hath  in  all  America^ 
in  which  are  mounted  about  60 
peeces  of  Ordnance,  indi  is  well 
guarded  With  5^/^  W/Vri-.  It  is  land- 
lock't  by  a  point  of  Land  that  runs 
1 2  miles  South'Ea(l  from  the  main 
of  the  Ijland,  having  the  great  Ri- 
njer  that  runs  by  Los  Anzdos,  and 
St.  ^ago  falling  into  it,  wlic^re  Ships 
do  commonly  »?4;fo  and  conveni- 
ently 
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ently  wood.  The  Harbour  is  2,  or 
3,  leagues  crofs  in  moit  places^  and 
hath  every  where  good  Ancho- 
[  ragey  which  is  fo  deep,  that  a  Ship 
of  a  looG  77/»a;  may  lay  her  fides 
to  the  fliore  of  the  Point,  and  load, 
and  unload  mth  j^la^ks  a  Float: 
which  commodioufnefsj  doth  make 
it  to  be  the  raoft  frequented  by 
Men  ofWar^  and  Merchants  ships 
of  any  in  the  Jjland^  and  as  much 
Inhabited  by  the  Merchants^  Store- 
ho^^[e-keepers^Vintners^  ScAlehoufe" 
keepers^  being  the  only  noted  place 
of  Traae  in  the  ijle^  and  doth  con- 
tain (fiuce  the  Emliih  became  Ma- 
fters  of  it;  about  800  Houfes ^fbeAng 
about  T  2  miles  and  a  half  in  length, 
and  the  houfes  are  as  dear-rented  as 
if  they  flood  in  well-traded  ^/r^^^x 
iu  London  y  yet  it's  fituation  is  very 
unplei^ant  and  uncomraodious5ha- 
ving  neither  Marth^Wvod^  or  Frefh- 

watery 
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water^  but  only  made  up  of  a  hot 
loofe  Sand^  and  being  thus  popu- 
lous, and  fo  much  frequented,  as 
well  by  Strangers^  as  by  the  PUn* 
ters^  in  the  negotiation  of  their 
Affairs  as  being  the  fcale  of  TrAdty 
frovijions  arc  very  dear.

There  are  at  prefent  but  three 
Towns  of  confiderable  Note  in 
the  Ifland,  to  wit, 

St.  ^dg0^  or  St.  fago  de-lavega  ^f-  7^^^« 
feated   6  Miles  within  the  Land 
North-Weftj   in  zTlaine:,    by  a 
River,  and  about  12.  miles  from 
Sbrt'Rojal    already    treated   of, 
which    makes    another    of   the 
3  Towns.  This  town  of  St.J'ag6 
when  the  SfanUrds  were  Mafters- 
of  the  ijle^  was  a  large  City^  and  of 
great  Account,  containing  about 
2600  ffoufes^znd  for  Divine  Wor- 
Ihip,  had  ^  churches^  2  Chappels^ 
and  an  Ahhey  •    which  when  the' 
BngUfb  firft  took  the  l(le  ( under 
the  condudl  of  General  Vembles  ); 
were  deftroyed  to  about  4  or  500.. 
Houfis^  and  its  Churches  and  Chap- 

D  2  f(l^ 
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fels  to  a  fewer  number5&  thofe  that 
remained  were  fufficiently  Spoiled 
and  haraced.  But  fince  the  Englifh 
have  made  a  fettlement,  this  Towne 
is  now  of  confiderable  account  5 
where  the  Cover nour  refideth,  and 
where  the  chief  Courts  of  judica- 
ture are  held^  which  makes  it  to  be 
well  reforced  unto,  and  Inhabited  5 
fo  that  moft  of  its  xximovisHou^es  are 
in  >  a  faire  way  of  being  repaired, 
and  in  hopes  to  arrive  to  a  greater 
largenefs  then  formerly  it  was, 
here  being  feveral  fair  and  well 
built  Houfes:  and  the  Inhabitants 
live  in  great  Pleafure,  where  they 
have  their  Havana^  in  which  the 
better  fort  recreate  themfelves  e- 
very  evening  in  their  Coaches^  or 
an  horfe-back,  as  the  Gentry  do 
here  in  Hide  Park. 
.Parage  feated  on  the  mouth 
of  the  River,  fix  miles  diftafit  from 
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St.  ^Ago^  and  as  many  from  Port- 
Royal^  where  there  are  about 
70  Houfes^  built  for  the  conveni- 
ency  of  going  to  Port-Royal  •  and 
here  is  a  Fort  railed  by  the  En^- 
lifh^  the  better  to  iecure  the 
fame. 

In  the  time  of  the  Spanidrds^ 
here  were  feveral  other  Jownes 
which  are  now  of  no  Account; 
of  which  faid  Townes^  thefe  three 
following  were  of  moft  note,  viz. 

Seville  feated  on  the  North  Sfvfi/^. 
part  of  the  lfla;?d^  once  beauti- 
fied with  a  Collegidt:-Church^\v\\ok 
chief  bore  the  title  of  Abbot :  a- 
mongft  whom  was  Ptter  Martyr, 
who  defcribed  the  Hijlory  of  the 
Weft-Indies  by  Decates. 

MelliU    leated   in    the  North  MtliHa. 
Eaft,  where  Columbus  mended  his 
ship  at  his  return  from  Veragua^ 
where  he  was  neer  shif-vprnckt. 

P  3  Onftd 
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<^riftM,  orijla  reguards  the  South-Seg^ 
in  which  are  many  Rocks\ 
and  acmongft  their  Banks,  fome 
l(les  5  as  Servavi/la ,  ^^tof- 
vena^  and  Senanuy  where  Au- 
gufiin  Pedro Serranalott.  his  Fef- 
jely  and  faved  onely  himfelf,  and 
here  in  a  folitary  and  lone  Condi- 
tion paflTed  away  3  Yeares  •,  at  the 
end  of  which  time  he  had  the  com- 
pany of  a  Marriner  for  4  Tears 
more,  that  was  likewlfe  there 
Shif-wrackt^  and  alfo  alone  faved 
himfelf.

bit edhy  the  Englifh^  where  they 
have  very  good  Plantationsy  e- 
fpecially  ail  the  fouthern  part  from 

Point- 


Foint'Morant  in  the  Eaft^  almofl 
to  Foint-Negrillo\x\xht^tQ:^{oh\: 
as  the  ridge  or  chain  of  Mount aines 
that  runneth  in  the  midft  of  the 
J(le  iy  nor  are  its  northerns  Parts^ 
(efpecially  near  unto  the  Sea)with- 
out  Inhabitants  and  Plantations^ 
though  not  fo  thick  as  South-ward- 
ly  about  St.  ^ago^  but  of  late  have 
much  encreaied.  And  for  the  bet- 
ter Satisfying  the  Pxeader,  the  Parts  ^^^  ^^^ 
throughout  the  ijland  where  the 
E'ngUj})  have  made  their  Settle- 
ments^ are  Marked  and  diftingui- 
ilred  in  the  Map  by  Cyphers. 

I  cannot  certainely  affirm  the 
number  of  the  EnglffI)  in  this  Ijley 
but  according  to  the  laft  (urvey 
taken  and  returned  into  England 
fome  r^^r^^  fince,  by  Sr,  Thomas 
Modiford^  late  Govtrnenr^  each 
Precinct y  or  Parijh  contained  as 
followeth:

Note,  that  the  Four  P«ri(hes 
on  the  North-fiaQ  of  the  7/7^,  to 
witt,  St.  Geo^ge's^  St.  M^rics^  St. 
Annes^  and  St.  ^ames^  as  alfo  the 
Zf^S74rimoft  Panfh  called  St.  £/i- 
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zdethy  together  with  thefe  two 
not  named,  both  adjoyning  on  St. 
Elizabeths '^  the  one  EafixvardSy 
and  the  other  Northwards ,  was  not 
as  then  fo  particularly  furveyed , 
by  reafon  of  their  diftance,  and  new 
Settlewents^ntvQrthQMs  they  were 
found  according  to  Calculation,  to 
amount  to  about  2000  Inhabitants. 
But  all  thefe  farts^  as  alfo  thofe  fc- 
ven  aforenamed  are' now  excee- 
dingly encreafedjbeing  fuppofed  to 
be  encreafed  to  double/if  not  treble 
th^  number.  And  the  great  en- 
couragement of  gaining  Riches, 
with  a  pleafant  life,  doth  invite  e- 
very  year  abundance  of  Peofle  to 
Inhablte  here,  quitting  their  con- 
cerns at  Barbadoes^  and  other  our 
American  Plantations  ^  fo  that  va 
a  fhort  time  without  doubt  it  will 
become  the  mod  potent  and  rich- 
eft  Plantation  in  uit  ff^efi-Indies, 
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And  befides  the  aforefaid  num- 
ber of  Inhabitants  in  the  faid  14 
Frecin^is  or  Parijhes^  there  are 
reckoned  to  belong  to  the  Ijland, 
of  Privateers^  Hunters^  Sloop  and 
Boatmen  (which  ply  about  the  ijle) 
at  the  leaft  3000  lafty  and  ftout 
Fighting  Men^  whofe  courage  hath 
beenfafficlently  evidenced  in  their 
late  exploit,  and  attempt  made  a- 
gainft  the  Spaniards  at  Panama.

;  the  Town  of  MelUla^  bur  difliking 

the 
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the  Scituation,  removed  to  OriftA- 
na  •,  and  finding  that  alfo  to  be  ill 
feated,  and  unhealthful,  again  re- 
moved,  and  fetled  at  St.  ^Ago^  or 
St.  J-ago  de  U  ve^A-y  where,  with 
theafliftance  of  the  IndUm^  they 
built  a  fair  Tov^n  or  Cif^^  which  I 
have  already  treated  of.  And  in 
this  To'wn  Inhabited  all  the  SfAni- 
ards  that  were  in  the  Ifle  at  the 
Landing  of  the  Bnglijh^  keeping 
their  flaves  at  their  feveral  fmall 
fUntAtions^  or  StAnchds^  who  fail- 
ed not  to  bring  them  ftore  of  Fruits 
&  Frovifions^vA\\ch  they  luxuriouf- 
ly  fpent  in  their  houfes,  never  in- 
ThcSpa-  tending  any  thing  but  to  live  at  eafe 
^**',^*  .  and  plenty  .•  For  on  this  larse  and 
to  Idle-  lertile  jflAnd^  there  was  no  MA-m- 
"^''s*  fActurt  or  Commodity  made,  except 
a  little  SU'gAr^  TohACco^  and  Cocao^ 
and  thofe  few  ship  that  came  hi- 
ther, traded  generally  for  Hydes^ 
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Tdlew^^amaicA  Pepper^  and  Cocdo^ 
but"  not  to  any  confiderable  ac- 
count. And  the  number  of  In- 
tabitants  did  not  exceed  300O5  of 
which,  half  ( if  not  more)  were 
\  Slaves,  And  the  reafon  why  it 
was  fo  thinly  peopled,  was,  be- 
caufe  the  Sfaninrds  generally  de- 
fire  to  be  in  Nova  H^fparia^  or  Wf- 
paniola  •  but  chiefly,  becaufe  this 
Iflc  was  held,  in  proprieterihip,  by 
the  heirs  of  the  Duke  of  Feragua- 
Columbus^  who  received  the  Re- 
venues, zndi^Xixctd^Govermurs^zs 
abfolute  Lord  of  it.  And  at  the 
firftjit  was  planted  by  a  kind  oiPor- 
tugalsy  the  fociety  of  whomj  the 
Spaniards  abhors. 

Upon  the  approach  of  the  Enr 
gUjh'Army  after  their  landing,  the 
Inhabitants  of  St.  ^ago  deferted 
the  Tori^n,  and  betook  themfelves 
to  the  Mountains-^  pretending  a 
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Treaty  with  the  EngUfh^  untill  fuch' 
time  as  they  had  feeured  their  W0- 
men  and  Goods,  and  then  did  they 
make  feveral  attempts,  and  upon 
furprifals,  murthered  many  of  the 
£nglifh ;  but  the  Spaniards  fooa 
growing  weary  of  that  wild  and 
mountainous  courfe  of  Life,  per- 
ceiving fmall  hopes  of  expelling 
ih^  Mf^gJiJh^  dWets  o(  the  Grandee f 
got  into  Cul^a,  who  by  the  yke- 
Moy  of  Mexico's  order,  were  com- 
manded back,  with  a  piomife  of 
afpeedy  and  confiderable  fupply 
of  men-,  upon  which  they  returned, 
fomwhat  encouraged,  and  difper- 
fed  themfelves  by  Families^  that 
they  might  the  better  get  froviji- 
0»Sy  2X[d  avoid  the  being  difcover- 
ed  by  the  Engltfb ;  but  this  neceffi- 
tous  and  unufual  courfe  of  life,  kil- 
led many  of  them,  and  difcouraged 
the  reft  5  for  that  in  all  this  time 

there

there  came  to  their  fuccourj  but 
500  Souldiers^  and  thofe  refufcd 
to  joyn  with  them,  as  being  fo  few 
and  fickly^  fo  that  they  marched 
back  to  the  North  ef  the  Ijl^nd, 
and  at  a  place  called  St.  Chenras^ 
did  fortify  themfelves,  every  day 
cxpeding  a  new  body  of  Men  to 
joyn  with  them :  But  the  EngUjl) 
difcovering  their  quarters^  march-. 
cd  againft  them.  Some  few  months 
after,  about  ?o  fmall  Companies 
of  the  Sfanifk  Foras  arrives,  and 
immediately  very  ftrongly  Fortify 
Rio  Novd^  having  Ordnance^  and 
great  ftore  of  Ammumtion^    yet 
were  they  fpcedily  and  fuccesfiilly 
defeated  by  the  Valour  of  the  En- 
glish  under  the  Condud:  of  Leiuce- 
nant  General  Edw.  D^oylcy.     And 
this  grand  difafter,  with  m.any  pet- 
ty ill  fucceffes  caufed  the  Spaniards- 
lf>  difpair  of  regaining  the  Jjlandi 

and 
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and  to  (hip  offmoft  of  their  PUte 
and  Women  ^  and  the  Negroes  find- 
ing the  greateft  part  of  their  Ma- 
tters to  be  dead,  killed  the  Cover- 
nour^i  and  declined  all  obedience  to 
the  Spaniards^  appointing  a  Black 
for  their  Governour.  And  fuch 
was  the  neceffity  of  the  Spaniards, 
that  inftcad  of  giving  them  fitting 
corredion,  they  were  conftrained 
to  Court  them  for  their  afliftance  5 
but  all  their  policy  would  not  pre- 
vail upon  them,  for  foon  after  did 
they  fubmittto  the  Englijh  Cover- 
ment^  and  made  difcoveries  of  the 
Spaniards  and  Negroes  that  would 
not  come  in  with  them,  and  did 
further  affift  the  Engltfl)  in  the  ta- 
king of  them,  in  which  they  have 
been  exceeding  fucccsful. 

In  the  year  following,  the  Spa- 
nlards  quite  deferted  the  ijlandj 
except  it  were  about  30  or  40  of 

their 
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their  slaves^  who  betook  them- 
felves  to  the  Mount aines,  but  be- 
ing afraid  of  a  Difcovery,  and  to 
be  purfued  to  Death  for  foiixe  Mur- 
thers  they  had  conamitted,  built 
themfelves  Conoas^  and  in  them 
fled  to  Cuha^  and  never  fince  hath 
any  confiderable  attempt  been 
made  upon  them. 

The  ^;;^///Z>  being  thus  become 
Mafters  of  the  ifland^iotratA  them- 
felves into  a  Body,  or  Colony: 
Then  did  they  they  begin  to  fet- 
tle themfelves  in  FUntations^ 
whilft  others  betook  themfelves 
to  the  Sea  as  Freebooters  or  Pr/- 
vMeers^  the  better  to  fecure  them- 
felves againft  the  Sfmiards^  and 
force  them  to  a  peace  by  their 
frequent  annoying  them,  in  fcizing 
fuch  their  ihips  which  they  could 
meet  with,  which  proved  very 
fuccesful  unto  them.    And  this 
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caufed  the  l/le  to  be  much  talked 
of,  and  liad  in  efteem  by  die  Ertg- 
Iffhy  who  lent  them  fupplies  of 
Men,  Proviiions,  and  necefTaiyes. 
And  thus  by  little  and  little  it  be- 
came to  be  fo  potent  as  now  it 
is.

that  run  away,  in  which  they  oft- 
times  lie  a  good  while  ere  found 
out,  feldome  ftirring  in  the  day- 
time, although  they  are  fuch  un- 
wholefome  places,  by  reafon  of 
the  great  damps  that  are  found  in 
them.  And  it  is  fuppofed,  that 
thefe  Caves  were  the  Habitations 
of  the  Natives,

and  the  Scale  of  Trade ^  where 
moft  of  the  Merchants^  and  FaU- 
tors  in  the  I^e  have  their  st»r chou- 
ses for  the  negotiation  of  their  Af^ 
fairs -^  and  from  thefe  Storehouses 
or  shofs^  the  Inhabitants  are  fup- 
plyed  with  fuch  Commodities  as 
they  have  occafion  of,  in  exchange 
of  theirs,  which  are  the  producS  of 
of  the  l^e.

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a  Calculation  not  long  fince  made, 
the  Ma/ierSy  and  Servants^  did  a- 
mount  to  about  joooo,  and  the

The  Mafters^  for  the  moft  part, 
live  at  the  height  of  Pleafure, 

The  ServAntSy  at  the  expirati- 
on of  5  years,  become  Freemen 
of  the  ijlandy   and  employ  their 
times  according  to  their  abilities'^ 
and  capacities  ^  either  to  get  a  fmall 
Flantation^  or  to  work  at  day-la- 
,    bour  in  other  Plantations y  or  elfe  i| 
to  exercife  their  Trades y  if  fo  capa- 
citated, 
ij'^rQ.      The   Negro-slavp  are   never 
Slaves,     cue  of  their  Bondao-e^  and  the  Chtl- 
dren  they  get,  are  likewife  perpe- 
tual slaves.     They  have  but  mean 
allowance  of  dyet^  cloaths^  and  lod- 

fing  •,  and  although  held  to  fuch 
ard  Labour^  and  fo  ill  treated,

yet  are  they  well  contented  with 
their  Conditions  5  and  if  their 
Majler  is  but  any  thing  kind,  they 
think  nothing  too  much  to  be  done 
for  them  •,  and  therefore  'tis  great 
pity  to  wrong  fuch  poor  Creatures.^ 
^  The  chiefeft  Stock  of  a  Planter} 
confifts  in  his  servants  and  sldveSy 
but  efpecially  the  Slaves^  who  are 
more  numerous.  And  thefe  they 
Buy  on  Shif  boards  as  men  Buy 
Horfes  in  a  Fajr^  and  according  as 
they  are  handforae,  lufty,  well- 
fhapen,  and  young,  either  the  men

Food,  tented  from  weeks-end,  to  weeks- 
end,with  Potatoes^  Loblolly^  made 
of  beaten  Maize  mixt  with  water  5 
Caffader-hread  common  in  all  the 
Indies^  Bonavifl^  and  fuch  like 
food  that  the  Plantation  affordeth  5 
as  for  Meat^  they  are  feldome 
troubled  with  it,  except  at  Chriji- 
m^^  Eajler^  and  Whitfontide^  and

they  have  J^oggs-flefh^  according 
to  the  cuftome  of  the  ijlarid  •,  but 
of  late,  the  fervants  are  allowed 
weekly^a  fmall  quantity  of  Smnes^^^

troubled  with.

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Every  Sunday y  (which  is  th^ 
only  day  of  Reft,  and  (hould  be 
fet  apart  for  the  fervice  of  God)^ 
they  employ  either  in  the  getting 
of  the  Bark  of  Trees ^  and  making 
of  Ropes  with  it,  wiiich  they  Truck 
away  for  iS^ir//,  Drawers^  and  the 
like  •  or  elfe  fpend  the  day  in.Re- 
creation,  as  Dancings  and  Wrefi^

It  is  thought  by  many,  that  the 
ChrifiUns  ihould  be  in  clanger  of 
being  murthered  by  the  Negro- 
Slaves^  who  fo  much  over-top 
them  in  number,  and  the  rather, 
for  that  they  are  fo  cruelly  ufed , 
and  for  that  reafon,  many  are  fear- 
ful to  venture  to  dwell  here.  But 
this  Objedion  may  be  thus  an- 
fwered^  thai  firft,  they  are  fuch 
as  were  brought  from  feveral  parts 
of  Ajfrka^  and  do  not  underihnd 
one  anothers  Language .  and  then 
they  are  ftir'd  up  with  an  inb-read 
hatred  againft  one  another,  it  be- 
ing the  cuftome  in  thofe  parts,  for 
feveral  petty  Kings  to  go  to  Wars 
againft  one  another  ^  and  the  Fri- 
[oners  that  are  taken  of  each  iide, 
they  fell  unto  us,  and  other  Euro- 
fcm  Nations  that  come  to  Traf- 
fique  with  them  •,  alfo,they  are  not 
permitted  to  touch,  nay^  hardly  to

fee  a  Gurty  or  any  other  weapon  ^  and 
being  kept  in  fuch  zjlavery,  they 
are  fearful  of  begining  fuch  an  In- 
furrertion,  it  being  prefent  death

to  be  a  people  of  a  ready  witt,  and

(he  faith, )  they  make  ufe  o^Hiero- 
gljfhicks:,  and  Emblems  of  things  • 
likewife  they  inftruft  their  chil- 
dren in  fuch  things  as  relates  tQ 
their  Families  2ini  Countrey^  which 
is  fo  |«:eferved  from  Generation:,  to 
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Gtrjeration '^  where  a  battle  hath 
been  fouglit ,  or  upon  die  fettle- 
menc  of  a  Colony,  they  raife  a  fmall 
Pyramid  of  (lone,  which  doth  con- 
fiftofthe  numbet Jlain^  or  fetled 
at  fuch  a  Colony.

u^^!!^  it  could  be  brought  to  perfedion  t 
terofthe  but  at  length,  through  the  Indultiy 
M'^^ 2i  off  Captain  ^ohn Smhh,md other 
Virllfia.  worthy  perfons,  who  took  great 

pains 


pains  for  the  advancement  of  thefe 
difcoveries,  fortune  began  to  fmile 
on  her,  and  about  the  Reign  of 
King  fames^  a  Patent  was  grant- 
ed to  certain  perfons  as  a  Corf  ora- 
tion^ and  called  the  Company  of 
Adventurers  of  Virginia.
